M. Danishevsky resigned because the 
soviet government agreed to carry 
on ga negotiations with Poland 
at . 

Prince Sapieha, Polish Foreign 
Minister, received a wireless message 
from George Tchitcherin, Bolshevik 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, stating 
that the essential condition as to 
the Riga conference was a guaran- 
tee as to the immunity of the Rus- 
sian and Ukrainian delegates, the 
right to free and uninterrupted com- 
munication in code by telegraph and 
wireless and by courtiers, carrying 
diplomatic sealed pouches. Upon re- 
ceiving such guarantee, M. Tchitch- 
erin said, the soviet delegation will 
leave for Riga, with full power to 
agree to an armistice preliminary to 
peace, and to negotiate a final peace 
treaty. 

Prince Sapieha has wired the 
Polish Minister in Ries to obtain 
the demanded guarantee from the 
Letvian government and to commu- 
nicate the result direct to the Bol- 
shevik Minister in that city. 

TO FIGHT INVADER. 

[WY CABLA AND PRES! 
BERLIN, Sept, 3.—Lithuania will 
tend herself with all means at 
her disposal against invasion by 
Polish troops, and will prevent any 
further violations of her territory, 
says a Kovno dispatch. A state- 
ment has been issued by the Lith- 
vanian Foreign Minister, who de- 
clares: 

“The Polish government has is- 
sued instruction for military oc- 
eupation of Lithuanian territory.

fidential statement made by him to 
a Lithuanian official last month and 
received here today in official cir- 
cles. 

“Russia,” he declared in the an 
nouncement of his policy, is willing 
to negotiate on reasonable terms 
with Poland and to treat her in 
the same manner as the other states 
bordering on Russia.“ 

At the time at which the state- 
ment was made by Joffe, August 10, 
his terms included the demand for 
a corridor to Germany through Po- 
land, and _ unrestricted passage 
through the Danzig corridor. De- 
mobilization of the Polish troops was 
“the one thing,” he said, “which is 
specifically desired.“ 

Concerning the Baltic provinces, 
whose independence the United 
States has consistently refused to 
recognize, Joffe stated: 
“Ruesia is insisting that these 
provinces remain independent. In 
this it will be possible for Russia to 
avoid a complete blockade and the 
starvation which would follow.” 
Later, Joffe thought, these prov- 
inces would voluntarily join soviet 
Russia.

COLORADO'S GROWTH 
SHOWS SLOWING UP. 


CENSUS BUREAU GIVES STATE 
POPULATION OF LESS THAN 
A MILLION. 


A. FP. DAY WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—With a 
numerical increase of 140,325 in the 
last ten years, the State of Colo- 
rado showed a growth since 1910 of 
only a4 little more than half of that 
made in the previous ten years. The 
Census Bureau's announcement to- 
day gave the State a total of 939,- 
876 inhabitants. Colorado's rate cf 
growth in the last decade was 17.¢ 
per cent, compared with 48 per cent 
in the previous ten years. 

Colorado was organized as a Ter- 
ritory in 1861, but its population 
was separately enumerated at the 
Federal census of 1860. During the 
ten years from 1860 to 1870 its popa- 
lation grew at a comparatively low 
rate. In 1876 Colorado was ad- 
mitted as a State, and during the 
twenty years, 1870-90, a more rapid 
growth was shown. The population 
increased almost five times during 
the decade 1870-80, and somewhat 
more than twice during the decade 
1880.90. There was a substantial 
though slower growth from 1890 to 
1910 than during the preceding two 
decades, the increase in population 
for the twenty years having been 
385,775. or 93.4 per cent. ;

Detective McLendon says Spence 
arrived in Oakland from Reno on 
August 15.

The girl communicated with the 
beach police, who immediately wired 
the Oakland department. 

Three detectives from the north- 
ern city entered the music store and 
found Spence playing a piano in the 
front of the establishment. 

“What is your name?“ one of the 
officers inquired. “Sims, Sams Sims.“ 
Spence is said to have replied, 

“Where are you from, Mr. Sims?“ 
came the query. “New York,” was 


the reply. | 
Then Spence politely invited the 
detectives to arrest him. 


“Perhaps if there is any question 


as to my identity vou had better 
take me down to the station.” he 
said. This one of the officers pro- 


ceeded to do. The other two paid a 
visit to his room in the Oaks Hotel. 
There they found a suit of clothes 
bearing the name of a Long Beach 
tailor and a hat bearing the name 
of a Long Beach haberdasher. 
Even in the face of this evidence 
Spence is said to have § insisted 
that he had never been in Long 
Beach and knew no one there. He 
is said to have told the Oakland 
police that his home was in New 
York, but that he had recently 
worked as a bellboy in a Santa Bar- 
bara hotel.

INSURANCE MEN 
PICK OFFICERS. 


Presidency Goes to Michigan; 
Virginian Secretary. 
Members Also Form a Fire 
Marshals’ Organization. | 
Louisville Wants Next Year's 
Meeting in Her Gates. 


F. II. Blisworth of Michigan was 
elected president of the National 
Convention of Insurance Commiis- 
sioners at the closing session yester- 
day of a three-day conference held 
at the Beverly Ilills Hotel. Other 
officers chosen were A. L. Hurty of 
Missouri, first vice-president; T. B. 
Donaldson of Pennsylvania, second 
vice-pressdent, and Joseph Hutton of 
Virginia, secretary-treasurer. 

Commissioners of about twenty- 
five States, who are ex-officio fire 
marshals, expressed resentment «at 
what they termed indifferent treat- 
ment by the National Association of 
Fire Marshals, and formed a new 
organization called the National 
Convention of Fire Marshals. W. 
N. Van Camp of South Daku.a was 
elected president; J. 8. Horan of 
West Virginia, vice-president, and 
Mr. Button, secretary-treasurer. 

Recommendations of the United

Nearly 25,000 acres of the public 
domain ig to be thrown open for 
homestead and desert land entry, ac- 
cording to information received yes- 
terday by Register Groves and Re- 
ceiver Mitchell of the local Land 


Office. 

The area involved comprises two 
townships in San Bernardino coun- 
ty, near Wagner, atong the line of 
the Santa Fe. The survey has just 
been completed by the Department 
of the Interior. 

The townships are officially des- 
ignated as T. 8 N., R. 2 E., and T. 

Applications for both forms of 
entry will be received at the local 
Land Office beginning the 21st inst., 
but the date of the opening is Octo- 
ber 11. All applications received 
during that time will be treated as 
having been made simultaneously. 
Soldiers, sailors and marines who 
served during the World War will 
have preference rights for sixty- 
three days following the date of 
opening. Much of the land in the 
area is said to be excellent, and es- 
pecially adapted to pear culture. 
In many parts of the two townships 
there is a jarcity of water.

Cole was see@ek- 
ing evidence for a divorce case. De- 
tectives Firman and French of tne 
Firman Detectives Agency, 
their way into the apartment and 
both were shot by the breker.

Cole then barricaded himself in 
his house, proclaiming he would 
kill the first man who tried to ar- 
rest him.

A Coroner's jury held 
that the broker slew the detective 
in self defense and at Cole's trial 
in the Superior Court a jury took 
just four minutes to acquit him.

HE TURK AND THE TREATY. 

Less than a month has elapsed since 
the Turkish commissioners signed the 
Treaty of Versailles, and a “holy war” has 
been declared by the Mohammedan peoples 
of Asia against the “white infidels” who are 
now occupying Mesopotamia and other 
Asiatic districts that were formerly Turk- 
ish dominions. These holy wars are used 
by Turkish diplomats to bring additional 
territory under Turkish sovereignty. They 
are manipulated by the wmilitarist party 
much as strikes are manipulated in Great 
Britain and the United States. 

Before the ink used in signing the treaty 
is fairly dry the wily Moslem politicians 
are fomenting insurrections intended to 
make the enforcement of its terms impos- 


~sible. The present “holy war” is directed 


against the British occupation of Mesopota 
mia. It is expected to spread to Egypt and 
to a part of the French African possessions 
The population of the affected territory is 
nearly twice that of the United States. Ap 
insurrection involving 200,000.000 people is 
one that may be attended by serious conse 
quences. 

Judging by the developments of the last 
twelve months the scene of political dis 
turbance is moving eastward from Europe 
into Asia. New and far-flung battle lines 
extend over a vast territory that has been 
the theater of at least fifty wars during 
the last thousand years. New fertilizer is 
being spread on old fields of battle. India 
is threatened by the Russian Communists, 
Ching by Japanese aggression and South 
ern Asia by the Turk and Arab peoples. 
The territory involved contains more than 
one-half the population of the world. 

Under the terms of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles the Turks are excluded from all 
but a narrow fringe of Europe. This treaty 
has been signed by the government at Con- 
stantinople. But that signature of itself is 
worthless. The Turkish government will 
surrender territory only under armed pres- 
sure. The Moslem Sultans have held for 
generations that no pledge made with an 
infidel is binding. They are fortified in 
this assumption by the teaching of the Ko 
ran itself. And the Moslem peoples believe 
in their gospel as firmly as the most ardent 
Christians in the gospel of Christ. They 
bold that no secular law which is not in 
conformity with the teaching of the Koran 
is binding upon a Moslem people. For that 
Tpason {ft is easy to foment an insurrec 
tion against the mandates of the Treaty o! 
Versailles. 

Under that treaty the Turkish sovereign 
ty over Constantinople is maintained with 
reservations. All that remains of Turkey 
in Europe ig the Holy City of Constantino 
ple and a harrow neck of land within its 
western defenses. Eastern Thrace passes 
under the sovereignty of Greece, Armenia 
becomes an independent republic. Syria 
and Mesopotamia also become independent 
states, protected for the present by man- 
dates conferred by the Supreme Council ot 
the League of Nations. Bic Turkish popvu- 
lations pass under “infidel” sovereignty, 3 
condition which serves both as a cause and 
a pretext for a holy war. 

In Turkey a new Neationalist party has 
been formed whose avowed purpose is to 
restere to Moslem dominion the territories 
that ere guaranteed their independence un- 
der the peace treaty. The following ev 
tract from a recent leading article in the 
Seyam-Sabah, organ of the National party, 
discloses the animosity with which the 
treaty provisions are regarded by the Turks 
themselves: 

Let the rights of every people be con- 
sidered, but let not those of the Turks 
be trampled under foot. This is justice 
which we have the right to plead for. 
but, when we carefully consider the 
terms of the treatv, Uttle respect seems 
to have been paid to this claim. We 
are suffering in the fires of the world's 
anger because of what was done in our 
country during the years of the war. 
> ile The terms of the treaty are 
shocking to our sense of justice. We 
are robbed of some of our richest ter- 
ritory to reward Greeks for invadin 
our country pending the settlement of 
the Near East questions. 
It is apparent that the article just quoted 

was written for western consumption. The 
appeal made to justice is not in conformity 
with the precepts of the Koran. Dorma, 
not richt, is the basis of the Moslem faith: 
and the agitation Which has given rise ta 
a new holy war is based on the assumption 
that the Infidel possesses no right which 
the true believer ig bound to respect. 

With the Dardanelles opened to the pas 
sage of the vessels of all nations. alike in 
peace and war, and the Sy®@ians, Thracians 
and Armenians released from Mosiem bond 
age, the infilvence of Turkey as a world 
rower is passing. But the Turks them 
selves will not see it fade without further 
fighting. It is interesting to note, however, 
that the Turks are not making common 
cause with the Bolsheviki. To the true 
believer of the Moslem faith the Rolsheviks 
are the most despicable of all infidels. The 
Koran itself distinguishes between those 
peoples who believe in false gods and those 
who beliefe in no gods at all. The Moslem 


peoples win fight the Bolsheviks just as — 


bitterly as they will oppose troops of Chris 
tian nations. 

Fifty years ago a war in Asia would not 
have given this country much concern; but 
electricity and rapid transit have robbed 
the world of more than bat its distances 
and of nearly All its isolation. A war in 
which half the population of the world may 
become engaged becomes now both an in- 
ternational and an economic concern to the 


United States. 


OME MAKING. 

Building operations in the communities 
round about Los Angeles are as active as 
in the big city itself. The entire district is 
making wonderful progress in this direction. 
Rut the growth in population is such as to 
make it difficult to find homes enough to 
go around. With all the construction work 
there is still a waiting list. The building 
permits in Glendale for August attained the 
handsome total of $525,000—-which is a re 
markable showing for a city of leas than 
15,000 inhabitants—and nearly all are rep 
resented by bungalow homes. Yet there 
is not an empty house in the whole town. 
This home building has been going on in 
a lesser degree all over the county and the 
fall and winter montns will not materially 
halt construction plans. The Los Anteles 
district will be a busy place many months 
ahead and the procession of easterners look. 
ing for new homes never seems to halt for 
a moment. 


Speaking of movie fans, we wonder why 
they dont cool the theaters in these hot 
months by making some of them revolve. 


UR MERCHANT MARINE. 
Due in à large part to the trade im- 
pulse of the World War, the United stRtes 
has taken a front rank among the maritime 


powers. In six years the American mer- 
chant marine has increased fold. Dur- 
ing that period. our gross regi$tration has 


risen from one million tons to ten million. 
Our trade fleet, comparing the total tonnage 
carried under American and British flags, is 
almost equal to that of Great- Britain. It 
is more than double that of the third and 
fourth nations. 

So much for the impulse of quantitative 
production. But it is a question of national 
importance how this impetus shall be main- 
tained, now that the immediate necessity 
for it has been removed. While the United 
States has a coastline more than treble the 
length of any of its competitors it has not 
been considered as primarily a maritime 
nation. During the century that preceded 
the great war our development consisted 
very largely in bringing vast areas of land 
under cultivation, building cities and sup- 
plying necessary products for home con- 
sumption. We were so interested in this 
that we were content to permit our art 
cles for export to be carried by vessels 
carrying foreign flags. Great Britain and 
Germany were the great maritime powers 
and our mefchant marine was scarcely a 
drop in the international bucket. 

All that has been changed. German mill- 
tarism practically wrecked the German mer- 
chant marine and, through the compelling 
force of necessity, America has found it- 
self as a marine power. During t imme- 
diate years of the war government produc- 
tion surpassed that of private interests. 
But the government production has fallen 
in the last twelve months below that fer 
private account. Our ship construction ts 
beginning to lag; and Great Britain, our 
most formidable competitor, is forging 
ahead. 

In an article appearing in the current 
number of American Industries Joseph W. 
Powel], chairman of the Committee of 
American Shipbuilders, points out that: 
p to the beginning of last year the 

United States was leading Great Rrit- 

ain in the amount of skipping under 

construction. A year ago we were build- 
me 1,359 900 gross tons more than the 

United Kingdom and almost as much 

as that country and the rest of the 

world combined: Today there is ander 
wav in American yards a million anda 
half tons less than in British yards and 
the gap is being widened steadily. 
lt is not the element of constructive abil- 
ity that is enabling Great Britain to regair 
the lead; for in quality of output the Amer 
jean shipyards can match the world. “on 
for ton we produce vessels in about half 
the time consumed in British yards. Our 
main handicap is in the labor cost of Amer- 
ican construction. Skilled workmen em- 
ployed in American yards receive abou: 
double the pay of those performing mila 
work in Great Britain; and this increased 
labor cost reappears in the comparative 
cost of the finished vessels. 

American shipbuilders believe, and The 
Times believes, in paying to skilled labor 
the highest price that competitive produc: 
tion will permit; but it le self-evident that 
some protection must be given to the Amer- 
ican builders to neutralize this difference 
in the cost of labor. Protection for Awvcr- 
an labor necessitates protection for the 
employers of American labor. That is the 
fundamental basis on which the Republican 
policy of protection rests. 

If American labor is to continue to re- 
ceive twice the pay of foreign labor the 
American ship mast be protected from the 
competition of foreizn vessels in its own 
carrying trade. Such protection is provid- 
ed in the Merchant Marine Act of 1920. but 
the provision has not been fully utilized. 
The impulse for the efpansion of the Amer- 
ican merchant marine is to be found in the 
sound Republican doctrine of protecting our 
own ships in our own trade. 

The United States possesses more than 
twice the wealth and population of Great 
Britain. It cannot afford longer to play 
second fiddle to any other country in the 
matter of ite merchant marine. Billions of 
American dollars have been diverted in the 
past to foreign shipping companies for car.

T. Tyler, until recently acting gen- 
eral manager. Mr. Tyler was recent- 
ly superseded as manager and F. N. 
Cronhoiln appointed in his place. 
Mr. Cronholn was superintendent of 
the river division and K was be- 
cause of a controvesy over the ac- 
tion of the board in vesting respon- 
sibility for the division in Mr. Cron- 
hoin that C. N. Perry resigned as 
manager prior to Mr. Tyler's regime. 

Mr. Tyler's letter gives the fol- 
lowing figures which he states he se- 
cured from the district's auditor: 
Operating expense of river division 
in 1916 under ©. R. Rockwood, 
$146,808.56 or 19.6 cent per acre foot 
in 1917 under C. K. Clarke, 1231. 
837.15 or 15.7 cents per acre foot; 
in 1918 under C. K. Clarke seven 
months and F. N. Cronholn five 
months, $2386.314.03 or 22.5, cents 
per acre foot: in 1919 under Mr. 
Cronholn, $539,437.91 or 31.8 cents 
per acre foot; in 1920 up to Auguat 
1, $357,691.91. Mr. Tyler says that 
the cost per acre foot in 1920 will 
exceed that of 1919. His letter adds: 

“You will note the extraordinary 
annual increase in operating expen- 
ditures on the river division, and 
particularly during the year 1919. 
In addition to this, the expenditures 
for the first seven months of 1920 
are $65,323.46 in excess of the cor- 
responding months of 1819. 

“The operating expenditures on 
the river division are still more ex- 
traordinary in view, during the past 
two years, of the purchase of addi- 
tional equipment such as locomo- 
tives, dump cars, locomotive cranes, 
steam shovels, shop machinery, etc., 
as well as enormous expenditures 
made for new tracks, new town- 
site and living quarters for employ- 
ees, cableway over Colorado for 
weir contruction, „te, the cost of 
which are not included in the above 
figures, and the use of which 
should have resulted in a materia) 
reduction in the operating expen- 
ditures. 

“The river division, by your ar- 
rangement, has not been under my 
jurisdiction, still on account of my 
general interest in the district's af- 
fairs, I have closely observed its 
operation. 

“However, except verbally, I have 
refrained from drawing your atten- 
tion to the excessive expenditure. 
and I would still pursue this polic/ 
were it not for the fact that you 
are still laboring under the erron- 
eous impression that extraordinary 
economy has been exercised and 
more particularly because the pub- 
lished reports to this effect are, “by 
untrue comparisons, reflecting on 
previous administrations with which 
I have been associated. 

“The operating expenses on the 
valley division each year since 1917 
have been reduced.”
